1. Of AN AT O Mx. 


T HAT the Knowledge of the Parts on which 
we are to work is abſolutely neceſſary to be well 
_ underſtood by Surgeons, yea, that a Man cannot. 
deſerve that Name while ignorant of them, is too 


evident to need to be prov'd. 


T ſhall confine my ſelf to the Demonſtration 
and Deſcription of thoſe Parts only that will aſſiſt 
us to underſtand a Caſe, or make an Operation; 
which Parts I diſtinguiſh by the Name of Ana- 


tomia Chirurgo neceſſaria. 


I. BECAUSE theſe being perf known, 
: they not only make a Man a competent Judge 
when and where an Operation may be ſafely made, 
but alſo enable him to go about it with all ima- 
ginable Grace and Reſolution ; whereas when ig - 


norant of them, he's fearful ſometimes where 


there's no Danger at all, and at other times bold 
in really hazardous dale, as daily neden 


ſhewps.

7 AF TER; the; Demonſtrations, I ſhall always ex- 
plain how and in what. Caſes, i. e. Diſeaſes, the 
Knowledge of each Part will be ſerviceable to us 
in our Practice, and that I call their Practical Uſes; 
which are of much greater Importance to be well 
underſtood, than their Natural Uſes, which are 
commonly 10 much inſiſted on. 
THE natural Structure and Situation of thi 
Parts, is not of more Conſequence to be well un- 
derſtood, than their preternatural Structure, 7. e. 
how and after what Manner they are affected, 
E. G. in a Hernia, &c. the firſt of which is to be 
learn d by diſſeQing of ſound, the ſecond by diſ- 
ſetting of morbid Bodies. 
Lob may obſerve through the white Syllabus, . 
that there are a great many very remarkable Parts 
left out in it, which are always taken Notice of in 
other Hlabus s, E. G. the Os Sphenoides, Muſculi in- 
terſpinales, Depreſſores Coſtarum, &c.

and Inconveniencies of the reſt, from the Structure

AFTER the Operation, I ſhall demonſtrate and 
deſcribe the Dreſſings, and the Method of apply- 
ing of them; then give a ſhort Account of what's 
moſt ene to be obſerv'd in the Cure. 
SOME are apt to fancy, that the ſeeing Ope- 
rations made on dead Bodies is of little if any Uſe. 
I own, that the bleeding, crying, and ſtruggling 
of the Patients, and preternatural Structure of the 
Parts in ſome Caſes, are wanting here: But then 
Operations o on dead Bodies have all the other Ad-

yantages which thoſe on living ones have, and be- 
ſides, a great many peculiar to themſelves, which 


will more than compenſate the Defects above- 
mention d: For firſt, the Inſtruments uſed, Me- 
thod of uſing them, Application of the Dreſſings, 
We. are the ſame in both. The various Inſtru- 
ments, Methods of Operating, Dreſſing, Qc. that 
have been, are, or ought to be uſed, are deſcrib'd 
and demonſtrated ; Doubts and Objections are an- 
ſwerd, and Inftructions and Directions given at 
full Leiſure; for all which there's no Time can 
be allow'd when we operate on living Bodies. 
Laſtly, the Method of making all the Operations 

now practis d, are laid before us in one View, 
(which not one in a hundred have ever the Oppor- 
tunity of ſeeing made on living Bodies) which 
gives us ſuch clear and diſtinct Ideas of the whole, 
as could never be acquir'd by Reading, or any o- 
ther Way unaginable. *  _ * 

I have through the whole taken the Liberty to 
point out the Defects of the Inſtruments, Methods 
of Operating, Dreſſing, c. hitherto propos d, 
(wherever I find Occaſion) without any Regard 

to the Authority, either of the Author or Practi- 

ſers of them; becauſe true Surgery being founded 
on Reaſon, and the unalterable Nature of Things,
